justifiable homicide at the hands 
of unknown policemen. 
| Except for the name of the vic- 
tim and the description of the 
wound that caused his death, iden- 
tical verdicts were returned in each 
of the 10 cases. A sample verdict: 
“The jury finds that Kenneth 
Reed died of a bullet wound in the 
abdomen caused when struck by a 
bullet fired from a gun held in the 


duriag a riot which started when a 
large number of strikers and strike 
numbering approx- 
imately 1500 to 2000 persons, and 
many of whom were carrying clubs 
or Missiles, attempted to force 
their way through a police line ap- 
parently intending to enter the plant 
of the Republic Steel Corporation 
located in South Chicago. 

‘This occurrence took place on 
May 30, 1937, about 4:30 p. m. 
From the testimony presented, we, 
the jury, believe this occurrence to 
be justifiable homicide.” 

Each of the verdicts was read 
by Deputy Coroner James J. Wha- 
len, And at the end of each, he 
turned to the six jurors and asked: 
"Gentlemen, is this your verdict?”

UNITED MINE WORKERS’ BOARD 
CONSIDERS EXPELLING GREEN 


A. F. of L. President Has Paid 
Special Assessments of Union 
to Fight Himself.

WASHINGTON, July 20. — The 
United Mine Workers of America 
international board met today to 
consider expelling William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, from the union. He 
has been a member of the miners’ 
union for 47 years.

SALEM, MASS., WOMAN FINED 
ON BIRTH CONTROL CHARGES 


Doctor, Nurse and Physician’s Wife 
Convicted of Disseminating 
Information. 

SALEM, Mass., Juiy 20..— A 
woman doctor, a nurse and-the 
wife of a physician were convicted 
today of disseminating informa- 
tion on birth coatrol and were 
fined $100 each. They appealed.

They are anxious to Kpow and 
would be pleased to have answer 
as soon as possible.” 

Truman replied today that he had 
promised to support Harrisen be- 
fore he received the telegram and 
would vote for him because he had 
14 years’ seniority over the Ken- 
tuckian. Barkley’s time, Truman 
added, would come later. 

Barkley’s surprise move was part 
of the White House strategy to find 
a face-saving compromise which 
may include dropping the major 
proposal to remake the Supreme 
Court by the appointment of addi- 
tional Justices for every sitting Jus- 
tice over 75 years old. 

Under this plan, the remainder of 
the pending bill dealing with the 
lower courts, would be enacted at 
this session. 

Confident of Solution. 

No official confirmation of this 
‘new proposal could be obtained to- 
| day, but the President was de- 
scribed as believing that the White 
House was near a solution of the 
predicament caused by the death of 
Senator Robinson and the open op- 
position of Gov. Herbert H. Lehman 
‘of New York to the Supreme Court 
| plan. 

After the Senate adjournment, 
Barkley said he preferred not to 
comment on the report that the 
Supreme Court part of the pending 
bill would be dropped. He said that 
after the caucus had selected a 
floor leader there would be time 
for the President to confer with the 
new leader on the court plan. 

“The air will be clearer after we 
have settled our little family ques- 
tion,” he observed. 

The Kentucky Senator said that 
he had no appointment to talk with 
the President today. 

Wagner Speech Scheduled. | 

Barkley confirmed reports that 
Senator Wagner (Dem.), New York, 
had planned to speak in behalf of 
the pending bill. He said, however, 
that he did not know when it would 
be delivered. Administration lead- 
ers have suggested that Wagner 
would make the speech as soon as 
possible, in an effort to take the 
edge off Gov. Lehman's opposition 
letter of yesterday. 

The acting maiority leader would 
not admit that plans were under 
way for the submission of a sec- 
ond “compromise.” He said that 
after the caucus, the new floor 
leader probably would confer with 
the President “to consider” changes 
in the pending bill. 

“Morning Hour” Thursday. 

Under the agreement made be- 
tween the Roosevelt forces and the 
court plan opposition, the Senate 
will have a “morning hour” Thurs- 
day for the transaction of routine 
business, such as the introduction 
of bills and the receiving of com- 
mittee reports. Then a motion will 
be made to consider the President’s 
veto of the governmental subsidy 
of Land Bank loans to farmers. 

When the court debate is re- 
sumed, Senator Copeland (Dem.), 
New York, will have the floor to 
finish the speech which was inter- 
rupted by Senator Robinson's 
death. Copeland said today that 
he probably would use three hours, 

Senator Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
who favors the pending court bill, 
has served notice on the Senate that 
he would speak after Copeland, He 
may, however, yield to Senator 
Wagner, should the New York Sen- 
ator desire to answer Gov. Lehman 
as soon as possibie. 


Lehman [Letter Discounted Public- 
ly, Resented Privately. 

Administration leaders, such as 
Postmaster-General Farley, tried to 
belittle the effect of Gov. Lehman's 
etter to Senator Wagner. Under- 
neath the surface, however, there 
was deep resentment, especially at 
the timing of the publication. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt had called Lehman

TALLAHASSEE, Fia., July 20.— 
Two young Negroes accused of 
stabbing a Tallahassee policeman 
were taken from the county jail 


early today and shot to death by | 
'well for the last few days although 


a small mob of masked men, 
Five placards, one of them say- 
ing “Warning, this is what will hap- 


pen to all Negroes that harm white 
people,” were found at the scene 
of the lynching, three miles from 
the Capitol and within sight of the 
heavily-travelled Tallahassee-Jack- 
sonville highway. 

Persons living near the scene said 
they heard shots about 4 a. m. 

Awakened by cries for help from 
the cell block of thé jail, County 
Jailer Robert Maige said he found 
Harry Fairbanks, city police desk 
sergeant, locked inside the block. 

Opens Jail at Pistol Point. 

Fairbanks told him, Maige said, 
that a band of men entered police 
headquarters and forced him at 
pistol point to go to the county jail 
and deliver the Negroes to them. 

Fairbanks was off duty when the 
Negroes’ bodies were found and 
could not be reached. 

The jail building is used by the 
city and by Leon County. City 
police have keys to the building 
and at night place prisoners there 
without arousing the jailer. 

Authorities yesterday charged the 
two Negroes, booked as Richard 
Hawkins and Ernest Ponder, each 
about 18, with stabbing Patrolman 
V. F. Kelly Sunday. 

Police said each accused the 
other of the actual stabbing. The 
patrolman is in serious condition. 

Placards at Scene. 

Other placards at the lynching 
scene when the bodies were found, 
read: 

“His last crime,” “This is the be- 
ginning, who is next,” “This is your 
warning,” “Negrces, remember you 
may be next.” 

The placards contained crude let- 
tering, with the “S” turned back- 


| ward. 


Gov. Fred P. Cone said today: 
“I'm going to do everything I can 
to get whoever did this. It looks 
like a lot of carelessness here by 
somebody. This was notea lynch- 
ing. It was murder.” 

County Judge W. May Walker 
said each of the victims was shot 
“15 or 20 times with bullets. It 
looked like somebody stood about 
15 feet away and shot them.” 

“Judging from the position of the 
bodies,” he said, “it appeared that 
somebody may have held one man 
and made him watch while they 
shot the other. Then they turned 
on the other one.” 


RUSSIAN FLYERS TO SEARCH 
FOR LAND SIGHTED IN 1810 


Will Take Off in Siberia to "ook 
for Sannikov Island and Will Be 
Aided by Ice Breaker. 

By the Associated Press. 
YAKUTSK, Siberia, July 20. — 
Two Soviet flying explorers pre- 


pared today to search the Arctic 
for an island marked on maps as 
Sannikov Land. 

They are Pilot Ivan Chervitchny 
and Navigator Shtedenko, who 
came to this Eastern Siberian city 
from Krasnoyarsk, in South Cen- 
tral Siberia, in the plane N-10. 

They said they would fly north- 
ward in an attempt to find the 
island north of Siberia which the 
Russian explorer Sannikoy said in 
1810 he sighted but which nobody 
else has reported seeing. 

Pilot Chervitchny said he would 
use Kotelnoi Island, just south of 
the reputed location of Sannikoff 
Island, as a base for the explora- 
tions. He said he and Shtedenko 
planned also to photograph Jean- 
ette and Bennett !slands, which lie 
to the east. 

The Russian icebreaker Sadko, 
which long has been operating in 
the Arctic seas, wi'l assist them. 

He said the arrival of large flocks 
of birds on the Siberian mainland 
from the north had led to the be- 
lief they came from some _ un- 
charted stretch of land.

ROME, July 20.—Guglielmo Mar- 


coni, inventor of the wireless tele- 


graph, died of a heart attack at 3:45 
a. m. today. He was 63 years old. 


He apparently had been feeling 


he had been in ill health for two 
years. 

During the early morning his 
family called the physicians, Prof. 
Cesare Frugoni and Dr. Attilio Poz- 
zi,, to the inventor’s home. After 
a brief examination they pro- 
nounced him dead of paralysis of 
the heart. 

The inventor had taken great in- 


terest in the completion of the new 
building for the National Research 
Institute of which he was presi- 
dent. 

Last Saturday he drove to Castel 
‘Gondolfo and had a long visit 


pee Pope Pjus XL. He seemed in 


excellent spirits after the audience 
and commented on the vigor and 


understanding the Pope had dis- 
played. 
He and the Pope had talked 


about the new high-power radio sta- 
tion which Marconi was construct- 
ing at the Vatican. 

Announcement by Physicians. 

The doctors issyed the following 
communique: 

“In his habitation in the Via Con- 
dotti, His Excellency Guglielmo 
Marconi, president of the Royal 
Academy of Italy, died of a heart 
stroke at 3:45 o’clock this morning 
attended by the members of his 
family.” 

His death occurred in his down- 
town residence in the heart of 
Rome. Part of the beautiful and 
ancient palace was occupied as of- 
fices by the Italian Marconi Co. 

Premier Mussolini was notified 


‘immediately by Press Minister Dino 
|Alfieri and sent a telegram of sym- 


pathy to the widow. 


Body Taken to Royal Academy. 

The body was carried from the 
home in a rough wooden casket 
shortly after noon and taken by 
motor hearse to the Italian Royal 
Academy. Five autos followed with 
a priest, members of the family and 
employes. 

The body was received at the 
academy by a delegation of acad- 
emicians headed by Franceso Or- 
estano, writer; Attilo Selva, sculpt- 
or; Tesare Pascarella, poet, and 
representatives of tie Senate Na- 
tional Council on Research. It was 
carried into Galatea Hall and 
placed beneath the famous paint- 
ing by Raphael, portraying Galatea, 
the nymph of the sea, borne across 
the waves in a shell and sur- 
rounded by nymphs, tritons and 
cupids. 

Marconi was dressed in the gold- 
embroidered uniform of the acad- 
emy, a rosary clasped in his hands. 
Nearby was the tri-cornered 
academy hat and at the left of the 
body was the straight sword of his 


office. The casket was adorned 
with roses. 
Several hundred people silently 


gave the Fascist salute when the 
body arrived. Four liveried foot- 
men, carrying candles and bearing 
the academy shield, escorted the 
cortege into the funeral chamber 


and stood guard about the casket. 


'Later the public was admitted to 


view the body. 

The academy ordered the acad- 
emician sculptor, Attilo Selva, to 
take a death mask of the inventor. 


State Funeral Tomorrow. 

A State funeral will be held at 6 
Pp. m, tomorrow, it was officially 
announced. An imposing funeral 
procession will move from the 
academy, probably to the Church 
of St. Mary of the Angel, which is 
built into the old Roman baths of 
Diocletian. Mussolini was expected 
to walk in the procession. Burial 
will be in Bologna, where he con- 
ducted his first experiments. 

An intimation that the inventor 
was not feeling well came.yesterday 
afternoon when he was forced to 
cancel an appointment with Musso- 
lini. 

But he insisted on working on his 
latest microwave experiments. 

Marquis Luigi Solari, head of the 
Marconi company, said today: “Mar- 
coni told me he planned to spend 
the whole summer aboard his 
yacht Elettra conducting experi-

'$105,000,000 FLOOD CONTROL 
BILL SIGNED BY PRESIDENT 


Most of Sum Will Be Spent by 
W PA on Projects Using 
Relief Labor. 

By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed today a bill 
appropriating $194,536,063 for flood 
control and other non-military ac- 
tivities of the War Department for 
the current fiscal year. 

The amount provided for flood 


control projects was $105,000,000, 
half of which is to be taken from 
the newly appropriated $1,500,000,000 
relief fund. All but $7,500,000 of 
this earmarked relief money will be 
spent on projectss under Works 
Progress Administration regulations 
requiring relief labor. 

The bill provides funds for the 
Panama Canal, the Alaskan Com- 
munications System, the office of 
United States High Commissioner 
of the Philippine Islands, and Fed- 
eral cemeteries. It also provides 
funds for maintenance of river and 
harbor projects. 

The bill appropriates a lump sum 
for flood control and does not des- 
‘ignate amounts for specific projects.

MADRID, July 20.—Rival armies, 
each believed to number 100,000 
men, clashed today in the sixth 
day of the greatest encounter of 
the year-old civil war—the battle 
for Madrid. 

Confronted by heavy seasoned 
reinforcements drawn by General- 
issimo Francisco Franco from less 
active fronts, the Government com- 
mand answered with aerial opera- 
tions back of the insurgent lines 
west of Madrid, calculated to de 
moralize the fresh troops and shat- 
ter their lines of supply. 

Government bombers dumped 
heavy cargoes of explosives on Na- 
valagamella in four raids in yes- 
terday’s operations. Thousands of 


insurgent troops are being rushed 
to the Valdemorillo and Quijorna 
sectors in an effort to pinch off a 
100-square mile pocket which Gov- 
ernment troops have carved out of 


insurgent territory in week” 
offensive. 
Navalagamella, the _ strategio 


point from which insurgent  in- 


‘fantry attackaare being launched 


against the western flank of Gen. 
Jose Miaja’s salient, is a small town 
of a few one-story houses of adobe, 
surrounded by patches of wood. 

Twenty trucks bound for Navala- 
gamella from Cebreros, apparently 
the main insurgent concentration 
point on Madrid’s western front, 
were bombed and machine gunned 
by Government airmen yesterday. 

Thirty Miles From Madrid. 

Navalagamella, western extrem- 
ity of an equilateral triangle 
formed by its lines to the Vaude- 
morillo and Quijorna sectors, is 
about 30 miles from Madrid and 
about five miles from each of the 
other two towns which have fallen 
to Miaja’s men. 

The insurgent hope of seizing 
Madrid after more than eight 
months of siege and the Govern- 
ment’s hope of hammering back 
the siege lines rests in the im- 
mense, co-ordinated operations of 
infantry divisions, artillery and air- 
planes, 

Insurgent divisions between the 
Government’s “pocket” and the 
siege lines on the western fringe of 
the capital, meanwhile, continue 
their part of the pinching operation 
on the eastern side of Miaja’s sa- 
lient in a steady pressure from 
Villanueva del Castillo toward 
Villanueva del Pordillo. The vire 
tually hand-to-hand fighting yestere 
day was carried on under a blister- 
ing summer sun. 

An insurgent patrol of pursuit 
planes roared into the Navalaga- 
mella sector after the first two of 
the Government’s four air raids 
there yesterday. A brief air bat- 
tle ensued but the Government 
planes were able to escape after 
bombing 20 truckloads of rein- 
forcements. The sky cleared mo- 
mentarily. The Government bomb- 
ers, escorted by their fighting ships, 
swept back over the town. 

The insurgent patrol roared back 
into battle formation. There was 
another series of “dog fights” 
which ended, the Government re- 
ported, with the shooting down of 
an insurgent pursuit plane. ; 

The air raids continued, the Gov- 
ernment’s bombs raising huge col- 
umns of smoke and debris from 
the wooded fringes of Navalaga- 
mella, which were believed to shelter 
bodies of insurgent troops.

He testified that this occurred 
in Green Bay avenue, near the steel 
mill, and that he was in a squad 
car that went to the assistance of 
three policemen who were attempt- 
ing to disperse between 500 and 600 
men. This small group, he said, 
retreated until about 25 men under 
a@ sergeant came to their aid. 

The sergeant, he testified, ordered 
the men to disperse, but they con- 
tinued to advance. He saw their 
leader break a flag pole over the 
head of Patrolman Edward Opfer, 
who had preceded him as a_ wit- 
ness. He also testified that he saw 
the advancing men draw = short 
lengths of iron pipe from their 
sleeves. 

About that time, he said, he was 
knocked down in attempting to go 
to the aid of a fallen policeman. He 
was repeatedly kicked between the 
legs by about 10 men, suffering a 
paralyzed bowel and other internal 
injuries. 

The labor lawyers, in cross-ex- 
amination, emphasized that this 
group of men had been dispersed by 
a handful of police without any of 
the violence that marked Sunday’s 
encounter, and Bentall also insist- 
ed that those strikers did nothing 
until the police began to “beat them 

“Then,” he continued, “you took a 
little punishment.” 

Earlier Witnesses. 

Opfer, who was also injured in 
the Friday clash, a boy who was 
described as the son of a scab, be- 
cause his father refused to leave 
the Republic plant when the strike 
was called, and an ice-cream vendor 
were on the stand during the morn- 
ing. 

The three swore that the pickets 
who marched on the plant were 
armed with heavy clubs and oth-

Saw Rocks Distributed.

He 
explained that he was off duty 
at the time and had driven to the 
scene in civilian clothes with his 
wife and their four-year-old child. 
His head was bandaged, he added, 
because of injuries received in a 
clash with strikers the preceding 
Friday.

STORY PROVED FALSE 


Providence (R. I.) Physician, 
Murdered, Wasn’t Where He 
Told Family He Would Be.

PROVIDENCE, R. L., July 20.— 
A police official said today that Dr. 
George W. Webster, murdered ob- 
stetrrician, used the story of an 
“appointment” at his office the 
night before he was shot as an ex- 
cuse to cover other arrangements 
he had planned for the evening. 


Less than 12 hours before he 
was fatally wounded in his door- 
way, Dr. Webster told Dr. Richard 
Arlen at Jamestown, R. I., that he 
was forced to go to Providence 
last Thursday night to keep an 
8:15 p. m. appointment. 

He made the statement, Dr. Ar- 
len said today, in explanation of 
his inability to go to Watch Hill 
and be with his family at their 
summer home overnight. 

Police disclosed they had checked 
the physician’s movements and his 
office records, and that he did not 
either go to his office, nor was 
there any 8:15 p. m. appointment 
there. 

Deputy Superintendent James 
Cusick repeated today that Dr. 
Webster arrived at the drug store 
of Horace Simmonds at 8 o'clock 
Thursday night and stayed there 
until 1 o’clock ‘Friday morning, 
when he left for his home on the 
fashionable East Side. Twenty- 
five minutes later he had been shot 
by someone in his doorway. 

The fact that Dr. Webster of- 
fered a fellow physician an excuse 
for his being in the city overnight, 
police said, opens a new line of in- 
vestigation. 

Meanwhile, the physician’s widow, 
Mrs, Katherine Webster, visited 
City Hall with her attorney and 
filed the doctor’s will. It left the 
entire estate to the wife, and ex- 
pressing the belief that she would 
adequately care for their daughter, 
Marjorie, 7. 


WILLIAM C. STRIBLING JR., 
INSURANCE SALESMAN, DIES 


Succumbs to Heart Attack at His 
Home in Richmond 
Heights. 

William C. Stribling Jr., an in- 
surance salesman, died of heart 
disease yesterday at his home, 1158 
Francis place, Richmond Heights. 
He had been in poor health for 
some time. 

Stribling, 45 years old, inherited 
a $100,000 trust fund from his fa- 
ther, a former wholesale shoe deal- 
er, in 1929.

DOCTOR'SAPPOINTMENT 
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WOMAN ACCUSES MAN 
Al SCOTTSBORO TRIAL 


Mrs. Price Retells Story of At- 
tacks and Identifies 
Andy Wright. 


By the Associated Press, 

DECATUR, Ala. July 20.—Mrs. 
Victoria Price, key witness in the 
Scottsboro case, told an Alabama 


jury today for the tenth time her 
story of attacks on her by Ne- 
groes aboard a moving freight train 
six years ago. 

She identified Andy Wright as 
one who attacked her. Wright—on 
trial today—and eight other Ne- 
groes are accused of attacking Mrs. 
Price and Ruby Bates. 

Wright's life, however, is not at 
stake. For the first time in the 
long series of trials which twice 
produced death verdicts reversed 
by the United States Supreme 
Court, . the State waived capital 
punishment. 

Mrs. Price said the attacks came 
after she and Ruby Bates had 
caught a ride aboard the freight 
train from Chattanooga, Tenn., 
back to their homes at Huntsville, 
Ala. Her story of the attacks fol- 
lowed the general outlines of tes- 
timony in previous hearings. 

Samuel S. Leibowitz of New York, 
chief of defense counsel, took over 
the questioning after Bailey com- 
pleted direct examination. He 
sought to show discrepancies in 
Mrs. Price’s story from testimony 
given at previous trials. 

After she denied having a hand- 
kerchief with her on the freight 
trip, Dei. witz read from the tran- 
script of testimony at the original 
trial at Scottsboro that she said a 
handkerchief was taken from her. 

As Leibowitz continued his cross- 
examination, Mrs. Price repiied to 
one question: “If I testified that, 
it’s true.” 

She said she did not remember 
whether she had testified in previ- 
ous trials blood was on her back 
after the alleged mass attack. 

Judge W. W. Callahan upheld 
State objections to questions re- 
garding events in Chattanooga the 
night before the alleged mass at- 
tacks. 

When a posse stopped the train 
at Paint Rock, Ala., March 25, 1931, 
the white women said they had 
cuught a ride home after an unsuc- 
cessful search for work in Chat- 
tanooga. 

It was announced yesterday that 

the prosecution would not ask for 
the death penalty because of the 
defendant’s youth at the time of 
the alleged attacks. 
In two earlier trials, Clarence 
Norris was sentenced to death and 
Heywood Patterson to 75 years in 
prison for attacking Mrs. Price. 
The trial of a fourth defendant, 
— Weems, is set for Thurs- 
ay.

ON TRIAL FOR KILLING 
RIDNAPED PHYSICIAN 


Robert Kenyon Charged With 
Murder of Dr. J. C. B. 
Davis, Willow Springs. 


By the Associated Press. 
ALTON, Mo., July 20.—The selec- 


tion of jurors for the trial of Rob- 
ert Kenyon, 23 years old, charged 
with the murder of Dr. J. C. B. 
Davis, Willow Springs physician, 
began before Circuit Judge W. E. 
Barton here today. Judge Barton 
asked that 10 men be added to the 
special venire of 25. 

Kenyon was brought here under 
heavy guard from West Plains, 
where he has been held for safe- 
keeping. He has worn overalls 


since his arrest for the kidnaping 
and murder, but appeared in the 
courtroom today clad in a new 
white shirt and new trousers. He 
appeared unnerved by the ordeal, 
but listened intently as the jury 
was being selected. 


Prospective jurors were ques- 
tioned concerning their views -on 
capital punishment by Prosecuting 
Attorney William Roberts. 

Roberts said he would demand 
the death penalty for the farm 
worker, who, it is charged, lured 
Dr. Davis from his office into the 
county Jan. 29 on a fake medical 
call and fired six shots into his 
body. A week later, after members 
of the Davis family had received 
two ransom notes, Kenyon, who 
had been arrested when State 
highway patrolmen and Bureau of 
Investigation officials entered the 
case, took officers to the place 
where he had left the body in a 
clump of bushes. 

Kenyon admitted the killing, ac- 
cording to an announcement by the 
Bureau of Investigation at Wash- 
ington. He pleaded not guilty at a 
preliminary hearing. 


FORMER ST. LOUIS MECHANIC 
DIES OF COLLISION BURNS 


Russell Oliver Suffered Broken 
Arm Also, in Accident at El 
Reno, Ok.

EL RENO, Ok., July 20.—Russell 
Oliver, a mechanic, who said he 
formerly lived at 4652 Vernon ave- 
nue, St. Louis, died in a hospital 
here today of burns suffered in an 
automobile collision near here last 
night.

MAN HELD FOR FRAUD 
ON AUTO DRIVERS 


Ricrard A. Sharts, Who Posed 
as Kin of injured, Says He 
Collected $75. 


Police uncovered a new racket 
last night with the arrest of Rich- 
ard Arthur Sharts, a former con- 
vict, who has been defrauding mo- 
torists by representing himself as 
a relative of persons injured by 
the automobiles of those from 
whom he got money. 

Sharts admitted, police said, he 
had obtained about $75 in the last 
month from 12 motorists. When 
first arrested he said his name was 
“Sharpe” and gave his age as 17 
years. Investigation by police re- 
vealed that he was 26 and had 
served a term at Leavenworth pen- 
itentiary, three in the workhouse 
and one at the Boonville reform- 
atory. 

Two men told of giving money 
to Sharts when he posed as a rela- 
tive of persons injured by their au- 
tomobiles. Torrance Flint, 5843 
Clemens avenue, said Sharts got 
$10 from him by representing that 
he was the brother of a Catholic 
priest and needed money to take 
the priest to his home at Columbia, 
Ill. George Filsinger, 2852 Arsenal 
street, said he gave Sharts $4 on 
the representation that the money 
was needed to take a small boy 
home from a hospital. 

Sharts’ persistence in trying to 
get $4 from Henry Marshall, Ne- 
gro janitor of an apartment at 5888 
Cabanne avenue, by representing 
that he was the nephew of Mrs. 
Mary Freihoff, injured Sunday 
when struck by Marshall’s auto- 
mobile, finally prompted Marshall 
to call police and Sharts was ar- 
rested at the apartment. 

In one of his pockets was a list 
of persons who had figured in re- 
cent automobile accidents, Sharts, 
admitting that he was no relative 
of Mrs. Freihoff, said the list had 
been compiled from newspaper re- 
ports by an older man who en- 
gaged him and a Negro youth in 
the scheme to get money from driv- 
ers of automobiles in the accidents. 

Police doubted his statement that 
the man he named was the origina- 
tor of the scheme. Sharts gave 
them the approximate address of 
the man but said he was unable to 
point out the house where he lived. 
He said he had kept only about $25 
of the $75 obtained by the scheme, 
and had given $50 to the man who 
directed him. 

Sharts’ term at Leavenworth was 
for stealing a letter which con- 
tained $10 sent to Harry Master- 
son, whose wife was shot and 
killed in 1934 in a Department of 
Justice raid on the Masterson home 
resulting from erroneous informa- 
tion received by the Justice Depart- 
ment. Masterson was attending his 
wife’s funeral when Sharts, posing 
as his nephew, accepted delivery 
of the letter.

Member of C 10 Affiliate 
Declares She Was Fired 
for Disapproving Com- 
mittee of Rival.

UNION, Mo., July 20.—The Na- 
tional Labor Relatiors Board in- 
quiry into charges that the Hamil- 
tcn-Brown Shoe Co. engaged in un- 
fair labor practices at its plant here 
entered a new channel today. 

With virtually all testimony re- 
lating to alleged discharges because 
of union activity and membership 
completed, Labor Board attorneys 
began attempting to establish that 
the company sponso'‘ed an inde- 
pendent union, the Commercial 
Shoe Workers’ organization. 


Luke E. Hart of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of the shoe company, objected 
to testimony which purported to 
link Raymond Gardner with the 
circulation of “loyalty” pledges and 
the solicitation for members for the 
Commercial Shoe Workers. The 
company now has a closed-shop 
contract with the independent un- 
ion, which is headed by Gardner. 

David C. Shaw, the board’s attor- 
ney, declared he intended to “show 
that several employes acted as 
mouthpieces for the company, pass- 
ing along the company’s labor poli- 
cies to other employes.” He added 
that it represented a “perfect way 
of evading the National Labor Re- 
lations Act.” 

Hart Wins on One Point. 

While Hart’s objections were 
overruled, he scored this morning 
by blocking a witness’ answer to a 
point-blank question as to whether 


the Commercial Shoe Workers was |*® 


considered a company union. Trial 
Examiner William Seagle ruled 
that the question was irrelevant. 

Jerrine Webb testifjed she was 
accused of disloyalty tg her floor- 
woman when it became known 
that she belonged to the United 
Shoe Workers of America. She 
said she was ordered oft of the de- 
partment by the floorw' iman, Agnes 
Ekey, and that she wa: discharged 
the following day. - 

The witness added she was ap- 
proached on the night“of June 24 
by two plant workers; who asked 
her to sign a “white “card.” The 
employes said she would be permit- 
ted to return to work if she signed.

Italy Skeptical of Device’s Usefulness, He 
Went to England to Get Initial Patent 


— Decorated 


Many Times. 


ROME, July 20. 

UGLIELMO MARCONL who 
(5 ciea today, was born in Bo- 

logna, Italy, April 25, 1874. He 
spent his youth in Bologna, Leg- 
horn and Pisa, studying in the 
schools of those cities and also in 
the University of Bologna. 

The father insisted that his son 
study mus’c. Apparatus in the home 
attic which the youth had designed 
aroused the parental ire and he 
frequently threatened to pitch it 
all out thé window, especially when 
the son proved anything but a suc- 
cess as a music student. 


But like many another genius, 
young Marconi had a source of in- 
spiration and practical help in his 
mother. Born of an Irish family, 
she had gone to Italy against the 
wishes of her parents to marry 
Giuseppe Marconi, a banker. She 
granted her son’s wish to study 
physics arfd enrolled him with Prof. 
Vincenzo ‘Rosa. She also helped 
him set ‘p a workroom at the 
family vil 1 in Pontecchio. . 

Many friends of the family looked 
askance at these activities, consid- 
ering Guglielmo a visionary. But 
Prof. Righi of Bologna became in- 
terested in him and gave him much 
advice and many valuable sugges- 
tions. r 

There was another who had faith, 
a carpenter who helped in the ex- 
periments gnd who said: 

“Signoriao, I recommend myself 
to you wren you have conquered 
fame and ‘ortune.” 


Origin of Wireless. 


The actual discovery of radio, 
from a purely scientific stand- 
point, goes back half a century be- 
fore Marconi. 

“Hertzian waves” were the imme- 
diate forerunners of the wireless 
transmission of code signals. They 
were named for Heinrich R. Hertz, 
a Germah physicist who, by experi- 
ments between 1885 and 1889 proved 
that electrieal waves would radiate 
from any.system from which elec- 
trical oscillation was produced. 

Hertz thus gave life to a theory 
advanced ‘hy James C. Maxwell, a 
famous itish physicist, who de- 
veloped id\as evolved by Lord Kel- 
vin. The \tter, in 1853, had proved 
that disch rge from a condenser is 
oscillatory, a theory evolved in 1842 
by Joseph Henry, a professor of 
Princeton University. 

In the spring of 1895 the Marconi 
wireless Stem was born. The 
young Ita@lian—he was only 21— 
had founc"\that two rods placed up- 
right in t’ e earth at a determined 
disance from each other would 
radiate electric impulses in accord 


with the laws governing the Hert- | 


zian waves: 

He had. established his trans- 
mitter ne#y the window of a barn. 
The receiver was several hundred 
feet away.and out of sight. 

Giusepf | Vornelli, the carpenter 
assistant, vas at the receiving end 
armed wi 4 a rifle. If he saw a 
magnetic arm vibrate he was to 
fire. 

Marconi pressed the telegraph key 
thrice, sending three dots, the letter 
“S” of the Morse code. A second 
later he heard the shot. 


Goes to England. 

Italy was so skeptical of the use- 
fulness of the discovery that Sig- 
nora Marconi took her son to Eng- 
land, There, with the aid of her 


a 


relatives, he obtained the first pat- 
ent for a practical system of wire- 
less telegraphy, this being in 1896 
when he was 22 years old. 

His first wireless communication 
in England was between Penarth 
and Weston. Three years later he 
spanned the Channel, establishing 
contact between England and 
|France. Thereafter the British and 
|Italian Admiralties and the princi- 
| pal shipping companies adopted his 
system. 

In 1901 messages were sent be- 
tween Cornwall, and St. Catherine’s 
Isle of Wight, a distance of 183 
miles. A few months later Mar- 
coni bridged the Atlantic, receiving 
signals transmitted 2100 miles from 
Poldhu, Cornwall, to St. John’s, 
Newfoundland. That transmission, 
like the first one from the barn to 
the carpenter, consisted of the three 
dots of the letter “S.” 

The sea continued for years to 
be the chief field of wireless de- 
velopment. The first ocean daily 
newspaper was published on the 
steamship Campania in 1904, a nov- 
elty which later became regular 
equipment on all liners. 

Life-saving and salvage of mil- 
lions of tons of cargoes became of 
frequent occurrence as distressed 


craft. The first great example of 
this came on Jan. 23, 1909, when the 
steamer Republic was sunk in a 
collision with the Italian liner Flor- 
ida off Nantucket in a fog. Only 
six lives were lost, and several hun- 
dred others were saved because 
Jack Binns, the wireless operator, 
stuck to his key, sending out 
“CQD” and giving the position of 
the stricken vessel. 

It was soon after this event that 
“SOS” was substituted for the 
earlier call because it was easier 
to send its three dots, three dashes 
and three dots than to transmit the 
more complicated “CQD” letters of 
the international code. 

In 1912 the Titanic sank. More 
than 700 survivors were landed in 
New York. Some of them learned 
that Marconi was in the city, 
marched in a body to his hotel, 
cheered him and cried: “We 
our lives to you.” 

Worked on Warship. 


In 1902 King Victor Emanuel of 
Italy assigned the warship Carlo 
Alberto to him and he spent many 
months aboard the vessel. In that 
year he sent messages to his King 
from English waters and later re- 


telegrams with Cornwall, England, 
while the vessel was in Mediterra- 
nean waters. 


| Then he took the Carlo Alberto 
to Canada and in December the 
Governor General of that dominion 
exchanged wireless greetings with 
the Kings of England and Italy. A 
few weeks later President Theodore 
Roosevelt sent a message to King 
George. 


| Notwithstanding all this progress, 
little was thought then of the pos- 
sibility of using wireless telegraph 
for commercial purposes. The 
cable companies said they did not 
believe such a system would ever 


/compete seriously with wires strung 


along the ocean bed. Yet when 
Marconi in 1907 announced he was 
| ready to establish commercial wire- 


‘less between America and Europe, 
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there was a sharp drop in the cable 
| shares on the London exchange. 

Some governments were hostile 
to the Marconi gystem also, the 
most pronounced opponent being 
Germany. Through diplomatic 
channels that empire in 1903 called 
the first radio telegraph convention 
in Berlin and proposed that wire- 
less should be limited to communi- 
cations between ships and from 
ships to shores. But English and 
Italian opposition quashed this. 

The courts of almost every coun- 
try have had to pass on the Mar- 
coni system in connection with pat- 
ent infringement suits, there being 
many such actions in the first 20 
years after England granted the 
first patent in 1896. In 1914 the in- 
ventor won a suit against the De 
Forest Wireless Telegraph Co. of 
New York and in 1914 won a 
similar court victory against the 
Standard Oil Co. and the De Forest 
Radiotelephone & Telegraph Co. 
The De Forest interests lost a third 
action in 1916. 


Perfects Beam Wireless. 

After the World War, Marconi 
sold his home in Rome, bought a 
yacht, named it Elettra, and spent 
much of his later years aboard the 
vessel, continuing his experiments. 

He capped these in 1923 by per- 
fecting long distance beam wireless 
by which radio signals are con- 
fined to one direction much in the 
manner that light is shot from a 
searchlight. By it fog-bound ships 
may be kept off rocky shores and 
aviators guided across seas. It 
has also made short wave, long 
distance transmission more ce 
for both telegraph and telephone. 
| In March, 1930, Marconi was in 
the public eye by transmission from 
his yacht in the port of Genoa, 
Italy, of an electric impulse which 
closed a circuit and lighted lamps 
in Sydney, Australia, to open an 
exposition there. At the same time 
he and others talked from the 
yacht’s cabin with officials of Aus- 
‘tralia. 

In his later years, the cabin of 
the Elettra was so filled with ap- 
paratus that it was difficult to 
move about in it; the adjoining 
room contained  radio-telephone 
over which the inventor talked with 
almost every section of the civilized 
world; the salon contained dozens 
of signed photographs and me- 
| mentoes. 

Aside from the stern cabin, the 
compact navigating room was the 
haunt of Marconi on the 800-ton 
vessel. He was an able navigator 
and showed it in 1922 when he 
mapped out a course from South- 
ampton, touched at the Azores, 
dodged into Bermuda to escape a 
storm and arrived in New York. 

The Elettra was the first Italian 


port. 
Service in World War. 

When Italy entered the World 
War Marconi was commissioned a 
Lieutenant in the Italian army and 
sent on military missions to En- 
gland. In July, 1916, he was promot- 
ed to Captain “for exceptional serv- 
ices” and in September of that year 
was transferred to the navy with 
rank of Commander. 

In 1917 he was a member of the 
| commission which Italy sent to the 
United States and he rounded out 
_his military-diplomatic career by 
sitting as a plenipotentiary in the 
| peace conferences with Austria and 
| Bulgaria in 1919. 

Honors were showered upon him 
by governments, universities and 
scientific societies, topped by the 
| Nobel prize in physics which he 
|shared in 1909 with Prof. Braun. 
From the King of Italy he received 
the Knightship of the Crown of 
Italy, the order of the Grand Cross 
of Sts. Maurice and Lazarus and 
the Grand Cross of the Order of 
Victory. 

In the United States honorary de- 
grees and medals were awarded by 
Yale, Columbia and the Universities 
of Pennsylvania and Louisiana: the 
Franklin Institute, the Americap 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers, and the Amer- 
ican Institute of Mining Engineers.

Married Twice. 


Marconi married first Beatrice 
O’Brien, sister of Lord Inchiquin, 
at St. George’s Church, London, 
in 1905. They had a gon and two 
daughters. His wife obtained a 
divorce in 1924, taking advantage 
of the laws of the city of Fiume be- 
fore it was annexed to Italy, where 
divorce is not permitted. 

She had been a lady-in-waiting to 
the Queen but after her re-marriage 
to Marquis Liborio Marignol re- 
signed her court post. Marconi ob- 
tained an annulment of the first 
marriage from the Vatican. This 
permitted him to re-marry and he 
took for his second wife in 1926 
the Countess Cristina Bezzi-Scale. 

A daughter was born in July, 
1930. She was baptized by Eugeni 
Cardinal Pacelli, papal secretary of 
state. Queen Elena of Italy was 
godmother.

The other was the fire aboard his 
|yacht Elettra in the harbor of Ci- 
vita Vecchia. Much of his experi- 
mental work was done in a labora- 
tory on board and when the inven- 
tor was aroused by the fire dur- 
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ing the early morning he helped | 
fight the blaze for more than an 
hour.

Marconi received the last sacra- 
ment from his parish priest, Father 
2aolo Rappi. He murmured the 
names of his wife and daughter, his 
last audible words, a moment before 
death.

Dah] came ‘o Spain with two 
other Americans also hired On a 
month-to-month basis and arrived | 
at Madrid June 24. He said he had 
signed up in Mexico. 

He explained that he had learned 
flying in the United States Army at 
a Texas field about 1931 and be- 
came a reserve pilot. He addéd he 
was a graduate of Columbia Uni- | 
versity. 

He flew only twice for the Ma- 
drid forces—Juiy 10 and 12. 

“I took off abcut 5:30 in the aft- 
ernoon (of July 12) with a flight 
of about 45 pursuit planes protect- 
ing about 25 bombers,” Dahl relat- 
ed. “We were over Boadilla (appar- 
ently Boadilla Del Monte, a few 
miles west of Madrid) when the air 
above was suddenly full of nation- 
alist (insurgent) fighters. 

“Two planes near me came down 
in flames and another fluttered 
down and spun out of control. Be- 
fore I knew what hit me, a plane 
above had riddled my ship so com- 
pletely that the fabric flew off the 
wings. 

“I was flying alone in a biplane 
of Russian make similar to the 
Curtiss. I was up about 5000 feet. 
I bailed out with my parachute and 
landed in an orchard on the front. 
I did not know where I was. I 
just sat and waited and a squad of 
soldiers came and got me. 

“They took me to Navalcarnero, 
then here.” 

Dahl called the aerial warfare 
“the bitterest fighting imaginable” 
and said the Government’s airforce 
was almost entirely made up of 
Russian airmen.

SEEK HONORS IN 
$10,000 EVENT

CHICAGO, July 20. — A field of 
402 players—218 professionals and 
184 amateurs—was entered today in 
the $10,000 Chicago Open golf 
tournament to be held Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday at the Medi- 
nah Country Club. 

Entries were closed last night, 
technically, but tourney officials in- 
dicated that a few additional shot- 
makers might be given permission 
to compete before teeing off time. 
Bob Harlow, former Professional 
Golfers’ Association tournament 
manager and a tournament offi- 
cial, said the amateur list was the 
largest ever recorded for an open 
meet. 

Two courses wil be used. Eight- 
een holes will be played Friday and 
another 18 Saturday for qualifying, 
half of the field will play the No. 3 
course Friday and half the No. 1 
course, with players changing 
courses Saturday. The 50 low 
scores and ties among profession- 
als and the 25 low scores and ties 
among amateurs will qualify for 
the 36-hole final Sunday over the 
difficult No. 3 layout. 


What to Do About It. 


MOVE to expel the New York Yankees from the American 
League probably will not be launched; but, at this writing, 
it is highly probable seven other clubs would shed few tears if 


it happened. 

There are two reasons for it. 
One is the present New York 
team personnel; and the other is 
the makeup of the team at New- 
ark, N. J., the Yankees’ premier 
farm. 

The way things are going now 
the Yanks will finish about 40 
games ahead of the Browns, 50 or 
more games ahead of the Ath- 
letics and perhaps 12 or 15 games 
ahead of the second place team. 

That makes for a _ one-sided 
race—which is poison to the 
league bankroll. 

But this is just the beginning 
for, in Newark, there are the 
makings of a Yankee club even 
stronger than the present one, to 
perpetuate the New York team’: 
overwhelming supremacy and in 
crease the runaway character of 


the race in years to come. 

Superchampions are a_ detri- 
ment, not a help, to pennant 
races.

The big righthander did his train- 
ing in the North, being forced to 
get himself in condition before 
he was put on the salary role. He 
pitched his first game May 16, and 
how he has pitched since that time! 


Ruffing, the man who did not go 
South, has won 12 and lost only 
two for Joe McCarthy's world 
champions. He has _ started 14 
times and has gone the route on 
11 occasions. He needed help in 
the first two contests, but since 
then he has started and finished in 
11 of his last 12 battles. His last 
six games have resulted in vic 
tories. 


Ruffing now is the most ef- 
fective twirler on the New York 
staff. Pitching in 120 innings, he 
has yielded only 36 runs, an av- 
erage of 2.70 a game. He has been 
found for 104 hits by the opposi- 
tion. Gomez, who did make the 


training trip, has yielded 54 tallies 
in 168 rounds, an average of 2.70 
a game. Gomez has worked in 15 
complete games, and he is the only 
member of McCarthy’s staff who 
outranks Ruffing in this respect. 
Gomez has won 13 games, and the 
two are the only twirlers on the 
leaders’ staff who have won as 
many as 10 contests. 

While Ruffing’s pitching has 
been of high caliber, his hitting has 
not kept pace. He’s under the .200 
mark for the campaign. But even 
so, the man who did not make the 
training trip is doing pretty well 
for himself and his presence on the 
Yankee pitching staff since the 
middle of May has been of real as- 
sistance to the Ruppert entry in its 
battle for another flag.

Irving Had- 
ley, former Brownie, is the least 
effective of the staff, having been 
found for 6.21 runs a game, while 
winning six and losing three. Had- 
ley incidentally has been batted 
out on 11 of his 13 starts this sea- 
son.

‘The artillery began its advance 
against Wangpinghsien under fire 
from Chinese field guns. 

Chinese Guns Silenced. 

The advancing units returned the 
fire, and after a brief exchange the 
Chinese guns were silenced. Chi- 
nese batteries across the Yungting 
River then took up the battle. 

Japanese casualties were one 
‘killed and one wounded. Chinese 
casualties were not known. 

The gates into Wangpinghsien 
were closed, and trains south to 
Fengtai and other strategic junc- 
tions were suspended. 

Chinese sources said fighting also 
was going on at Fengtai, uncon- 
firmed Chinese reports stating that 
Japanese had been driven back 
from that point. .

BERLIN, July 20. — Official an- 
nouncement is made here that 
under the trade agreement recent- 
ly negotiated between the German 
Government and the rebel adminis- 
tration in Spain, the bulk of the 
iron ore produced in the Basque 
country, in Northern Spain, is to be 
exported to Germany. 

Under the agreement, according 
to the Berlin newspaper, “Boersen 
Zeitung” the rebels intend to annul, 
jat least in part, contracts for ex- 
‘ports of iron ore which existed be- 
tween the Basque authorities and 
foreign interests, including British 
and French, before the rebels cap- 
tured Bilbao, the Basque capital. 

Expands Previous Agreement. 

The agreement modifies and “ex- 
pands” the German-Spanish trade 
treaty, concluded May 7, 1926. It 
covers the entire range of com- 
| mercial exchanges between Ger- 
many and Spanish insurgent ter- 
ritory, on a clearing, or compensa- 
tion basis. It thus i. ol payment 
in kind. The nature of the goods 
in which Germany is to make pay- 
ments to the rebels is not specified 
in the announcement. Presumably, 
some of the German arms ship- 
ments to the rebels in the past will 


figure in the account, and pos- 
sibly future shipments also. 

The political significance of the 
agreement is not to be overlooked, 
for it seems to dispose of the recent 
rumors that Gen. Francisco Franco, 
the rebel chief commander, was try- 
ing to end some of his commitments 
to Germany ahd to Italy, his other 
Fascist backer.

“Moreover, it may be expected 
that the Nationalist Government 
will see to it that the German in- 
dustry is compensated for the short- 
age suffered during the illegal 
intervention of the Red Govern- 
ment at Bilbao. The iron industries 
of other countries will not be sur- 
prised by such a development. They 
are not in a position to defy the 
right of the Spanish (i. e., rebel) 
government, to take such action, 
since they did not fail to profit in 
obtaining ore through the illegal 
action of the Red government.” 


TWO AMERICAN WOMEN 
KICKED BY JAPANESE 


Embassy to Protest Against 
Peiping Sentries Who 
Terrified Strollers. 


By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, China, July 20.—Two 
American women were kicked and 
shoved, they told the United States 
Embassy today, by sentries on 
guard before the Japanese Embas- 
sy. 

The women were Mrs. Helen R. 
Jones of Detroit, Mich., and Miss 
Carol Lathrop of Washington. 

The American Embassy said it 
was calling attention to the attack 
to Japanese officials, after deposi- 
tions were made by the two wom- 
en. 

Mrs. Jones related: 

“We were walking toward the 
hotel through the Embassy quar- 
ter, deciding that was safest due to 
martial law. We were walking in 
the center of the street, talking of 
personal affairs, and not on the 
sidewalk. Suddenly we were terri- 
fied by a Japanese war cry from 
the sentries who rose up behind 
sandbag barricades. At least three 
sentries, besides the two first visi- 
ble, charged us, giving Carol a 
terrific shove. 

“Carol burst into tears, then the 
sentry kicked her in the side. Mean- 
while, another sentry held me fast 
with the flat of his bayonet. 

“In the midst of the confusion, I 
saw a machine gun mounted on @ 
barricade staring me in the face, 
They made a loud clamor shoving 
us around, although, of course, we 
couldn’t understand Japanese. 

“Finally, they let us go, shoving 
us off roughly and giving me a 
final and very forceful kick from 
behind. We went toward the ho- 
tel and made an official report to 
the embassy. 

“The front of the Japanese em- 
bassy was well lighted and it was 
impossible that they couldn’t see 
We were women.”

Imagine a group of Americans, German citizens of 
American descent and various admirers of democracy 
opening a recreation camp in Nazi Germany.

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Why the Japanese Struck 


Japan is taking advantage of preoccupation of foreign Powers to re-enact her Man- 


tral authority. Previously, central authority has been 


ineffective, anyhow, and the Japanese have been able 
to make piecemeal conquests of their neighbors ter- | 
ritory by this method. 

Now, however, Nanking has effective control over 
most of China, even, by agreement, with the North- 
west provinces dominated by Communist forces. No 
longer can the Japanese militarists snub the central 
authority. Nanking seems determined to uphold its 
sovereign right to have a hand in any settlement that 
nay be made. This attitude, together with the re- 
vived morale and military strength of China, indi- 
cates that the Japanese aggressors will not find their 
peth so easy as in former years.

the Far East. Although generally un- 

noticed, there is a curiously striking 
parallel between the events that led to the 
present flare-up in North China and those 
that preceded the fateful Mukden incident 
of Sept. 18, 1931. 

In both instances, the Japanese army on 
the mainland took the bit into its teeth after 
the Tokio Government had been pursuing a 
half-hearted policy of moderation toward 
China. Then, as now, the Japanese mili- 
tarists could reckon on the circumstance 
that the outside world was too preoccupied 
with other problems to take a strong stand 
in opposition to Japanese aggressions. 

In September, 1931, the world was in the 
midst of an extremely serious economic de- 
pression. Great Britain was facing the most 
difficult financial crisis since the end of 
the war and Russia was too weak to bar the 
way. Only the United States was in a po- 
sition to oppose Japan, but the American 
action never got beyond the stage of dip- 
lomatic protests. These the Japanese mili- 
tarists could safely ignore. 

At the present time, the European Powers 
are at loggerheads over Spain; Russia is 
faced by a disturbed situation at home, and 
the United States, as indicated by the over- 
whelming approval given by Congress to 
the neutrality law, is hardly likely, at this 
juncture, to go further regarding Far 
Eastern problems than it did at the time of 
the Sino-Japanese crisis of 1931-32.

Now, as then, the moment would seem to 
be propitious for a new advance by Japan 
on the mainland. To be sure, China is 
stronger and more united than it was six 
years ago and is thus better able, if it would, 
to resist Japanese encroachments. At the 
same time, Japan is rapidly approaching the 
end of its financial rope, a circumstance 
which explains why, during recent months, 
something like a civilian rebellion against 
militarist domination has been taking place. 

But these circumstances, far from persuad- 
ing the restless and self-confident leaders 
of the Kwantung army to go slow in pick- 
ing a quarrel with China, may actually have 
determined them to take drastic action now. 

Should China's unification, its financial 
and industrial progress, proceed with the 
same speed in the future as they have dur- 
ing the past few years, it would not be long 
before Nanking would be more than a match 
for Tokio. At the same time, the present 
crisis in Russia is hardly likely to continue 
indefinitely. 

It is a significant fact that the latest for- 
ward move in North China followed a clash 
with Soviet Russia on the Amur. Apparent- 
ly the Japanese were testing out Russia’s 
readiness to resist encroachments. They 
found that while the Soviet Union was pre- 
pared to defend itself in the event of a real 
invasion of Eastern Siberia or the Maritime 
Province, it was nonetheless anxious to pre- 
serve peace. That was all that was neces- 
sary to persuade the Kwantung army that 
action in North China could be undertaken 
without any fear that it would be followed 
by joint Chinese-Russian counter-action. 

What the Japanese clearly want in North 
China is the establishment there of another 
Manchoukuo. They have sought to bring this 
about for some years. And even before the 


present thrust in the direction of Peiping, 
they had managed to make considerable 
headway in the achievement of that ob- 
jective. 

Soon after the successful conquest of Jehol 
Province, in 1933, Japanese troops began to 
pour into the region south of the Great Wall. 
The Chinese war lords of those provinces 
were in no position to resist; the Nanking 
Government still believed, as it had at the 
time of the wanton bombardment of 
Shanghai, that resistance was futile. 

Thus there followed the, for China, hu- 
miliating Tangku truce. Under this agree- 
ment, the Chinese approved the transforma- 
tion of the Northern and Eastern Hopei into 
a demilitarized zone which Chinese troops 
were not permitted to enter. 

From time to time since the Tangku truce, 
the Japanese have found occasion to go 
further. Japanese troops are now gar- 
risoned at practically every strategic point 
in the Peiping-Tientsin area and have been 
in a position to put considerable pressure on 
the Chinese authorities in those and other 
towns. Yet the Chinese did manage to pre- 
vent the execution of the Japanese plan for 
an autonomous North China that would in- 
clude the five provinces of Hopei, Chahar, 
Shantung, Suiyan and Shansi.

The more moderate China policy, which 
the Konoye Government gave promise of 
pursuing, threatened Japan’s stranglehold on 
the region between the Yellow River and the 
Great Wall. Clearly, no Chinese Govern- 
ment, having to reckon with increasingly 
strong nationalist sentiment, could agree to 
the alienation of the five provinces. On the 
contrary, ever since the Sian episode, which 
led to the formulation of a common pro- 
gram of resistance to Japanese aggressions 
by all Chinese elements, including the 
Chinese Communist armies of the Northwest, 
the pressure upon Nanking to fight Japanese 
domination of North China has increased. 

The recent anti-smuggling ordinances, from 
the Chinese viewpoint an act of self-defense, 
were, from the Japanese viewpoint, an at- 
tempt to revive the anti-Japanese boycott. 
All this, according to the Japanese mili- 
tarists, was bad enough. What was worse 
was that, as in 1931, outside Powers were 
indicating a readiness to aid in China's re- 
construction. 

Then it was the League of Nations com- 
mittee of experts whose presence in China 
made the Kwantung army see red. This time 
it was the Leith-Ross mission, the Anglo- 
Chinese agreements regarding the develop- 
ment of South China, the mission of Mr. 
Pearson, of the Export-Import Bank, the ex- 
tension of credit by that bank, the Kung- 
Morgenthau agreement regarding the ex- 
change of Chinese silver for American gold. 

Each of these devolpments tended to make 
China less dependent on Japan than the 
Kwantung army wanted China to be. To- 
gether they threatened Japan's present hege- 
mony in the North, and her ultimate plan of 
making China a satrapy of the island empire. 

In the face of this threat, as in the face of 
a parallel, though less serious threat, in 1931, 
the army struck out. But whether the re- 
sults will be parallel is,@n view of the more 
determined Chinese attitude, not so clear.

Chiang accused Japan of “pre- 
meditated” action in North China to 
extend its influence and warned 
“we must realize Japan has a def- 
inite purpose toward us and that 
peace will not bc easily secured.” 

Asserting that peace depends 
upon action of the Japanese army, 
Chiang said China, in its policy 
toward the Japanese Government, 
had constantly sought to confine 
all problems to the recognized chap- 
nels of diplomacy so that just set- 
tlements could be reached. 


Chiang’s Four Points. 


Chiang said that 
points comprise the Government’s 
stand: 

1. Any settlement must not in- 
fringe on territcrial integrity and 
sovereign rights of the nation. 
| 2. The status of the Hopeh-Cha- 
har Political Council has been fixed 
by the National Government and 
“we cannot permit illegal altera- 
tion.” 

3. “We will not agree to removal, 
by outside pressuré, of those loca] 
officials the Central Government 
has appointed, such as the chair- 
man of the Hepeh-Chahar Coun- 
cil.” 

4. “We will not permit restric- 
tions to be placed upon the posi- 
tions now held by the Twenty-ninth 
Army.” 

“No Looking Back.” 

“These conditions constitute the 
minimum considerations possible as 
a basis for negotiation,” he _ said. 
“We have taker a clear and un- 
equivocal stand. We do not want 
war but may 2? forced to defend 
ourselves.” 

Chiang also said that “until we 
reach the limit of our endurance, 
we will not talk lightly of sacrifice 
duty. Although a weak country, if 
we reach that limit, then there is 
but one thing to do--throw our last 
ounce of energy into the struggle 
for national existence. 

“But let us realize that once war 
has begun, there is no looking back- 
ward, we must fight to eventual vic- 
‘tory or perish forever.”

A six-year study of trachoma will 
be continued next autumn at Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 

cine on a broadened basis as the 
result of the renewal of a grant for 
‘the study by

| Dr. Louis A. Julianelle, who has 
| been in charge of the work, will 
join the teaching faculty as as- 
_sociate professor of applied bacter- 
jology and immunology.

Dr. Julianelle and his associates, | 


following intensive experimental 
'work with monkeys, have deduced 
that trachoma is due to a par- 
ticularly sensitive type of filtrable 
virus, that is, a causative agent 
which is invisable under the micro- 
scope but which can be filtered. 
Because more fundamental infor- 
| mation is needed on viruses of that 
_type, the Commonwealth Fund has

| A contagious eye disease usually 
found in crowded, dirty communi- 
ties, trachoma is caused by a virus

Green had asserted that Broun 
had sold Guild members “down the 
river,” and that in taking the Guild 
into the Committee for Industrial 
Organization Brovn had been in- 
spired “by some very astute Mos- 
cow-trained revolutionaries.” Green 
said Broun should resign his Guild 
office at least until a referendum 
is completed on policies adopted at 
the Guild’s recent St. Louis conven- 
tion which included affiliation 
with the CI O. 


Broun’s Statement. 

Broun, in reply, issued a formal 
statement which said: 

“IT think that William Green has 
every right to appeal to the rank 
and file membership of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Guild over the 
heads of the Guild’s international 
officers. In fact, I have on several 
occasions made precisely the same 
appeal to the rank and file mem- 
bers of the American Federation of 
Labor. The membership of the 
Guild is supreme and it is the 
membership of the Guild which 
must answer William Green in the 
coming referendum vote. Walter 
Lippmann, Westbrook Pegler, Dor- 
othy Thompson and other rank and 
file members mentioned by Presi- 
dent Green will vote as well as 
thousands of others. 

“It is my firm conviction that 
the vote should be taken as quickly 
as possible on all the questions sub- 
mitted and that they be expressed 
in such a clear way that there can 
be no possible confusion. Moreover, 
in order that there should be no 
possibility of criticism as to the 
validity of the vote, I think that 
our new members from the busi- 
ness office, advertising and circula- 
tion departments should not vote. 

“T am still in favor cf the much- 
criticised Spanish resolution for I 
feel that trade unionists cannot 
afford to remain indifferent to the 
fate of trade unionists in other 
parts of the world. However, we 
must remember our main objective 
and that is to stay in the CI O.

South counts his sure winners, 
one in spades, two in hearts, two 
in diamonds, and one in clubs, six 
in all. Three more winners must 
be established. South counts two 
possible.long cards in clubs, in ad- 
dition to his one immediate club 
winner. In hearts, a_ successful 
finesse for the queen will add two 
winners. Even if the finesse loses, 
one additional winner can be de- 
veloped simply by giving up a 
trick to the heart queen. In 
spades, a finesse can be taken for 
the king, by playing the queen 
from dummy. If this finesse and 
the heart finesse are successful, 
the three necessary winners are 
found, but with only one finesse 
siiccessful, establishment of the 
long club suit will be necessary. 
Since the spade finesse must be 
attempted at once, South plays the 
queen from dummy. East covers 
with the hing.

To keep East out of the lead, 
South must duck two rounds of 
clubs into West’s hand.

He was tired and sore and he 
wanted his supper, and most of all 
he wanted his people. He started 
home, leaping through the grass 
in big, rocking jumps.

A pup is only as wise as his edu- 
cation. And Stubby’s education 
had had nothing to do with open 
spaces. Even his mother couldn't 
have taught him anything about 
getting along in the country, for 
she and her mother had been city 
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bred. Traditions are passed along 
by the dogs from generation to gen- 
eration, but only by means of ob- 
ject lessons. A bitch training her 
pups in a city apartment can teach 
them how to get along with people 
and how to conduct themselves in- 
doors and on the street. But she 
has no means of telling them about 
woodchucks or sore feet or snakes. 


One of the first things the city 
dog needs to learn when he goes 
to the country is to stay on his 
own property. The dog who 
tramps all over the countryside is 
a nuisance to the neighbors; and 
he is in danger of being run over, 
or picked up by dog thieves; and if 
he is caught chasing the neighbor's 
chickens he may be shot. 

If the property is fenced, the 
problem is half solved—though 
there are few dogs that can’t get 
over or under a fence if they are 
determined enough. But even if 
there is no visible boundary any 
intelligent and reasonably patient 
dog owner can teach his pup to 
stay at home. 

The first time a dog goes out in 


fight—a good drenching from the 
garden hose will break up any fight 
without injury to you or the dogs. 
Never hold your own dog, you are 
handicapping him, and exposing 
yourself to an almost certain bite. 
If you interfere in a dog fight and 
your own dog bites you, you have 
only yourself to blame—fighting 
dogs don’t recognize their best 
friends during the battle. 

In driving away a strange dog 
chase him just to the edge of the 
property and no farther. 

You can’t expect a city dog who 
has never gone out unleashed to 
know how to avoid cars. If you 
love your dog you will be quite 
harsh with him every time you find 
him in the roadway, even if no car 
is in sight. . 

The country dog, on account of 
his superior education, learns city 
ways easily and quickly; though he 
needs considerable supervision at 
first—but that’s another story. 

Country dogs are rarely bitten by 
snakes. Even hunting dogs, who 
are most exposed to snake bite, 
learn to avoid snakes. But the city 
dog doesn’t know a thing about rep- 
tiles. I do not know any way of 
teaching a dog how to avoid snakes. 
But it is a good idea to rush a dog 


Walk with 
the pup all around the boundary 
line, but don’t talk too much or 
play with him. Let him sniff and 
investigate all he likes, that is part 
of the lesson. If he strays across 
the boundary call him back. If he 
doesn’t come at once, call him 
again, sharply. Then get around 
and ahead of him so that the dog is 
between you and the home prop- 
erty, and chase him back. But it is 
important to let the dog know that 
he has complete freedom in his own 
yard, and that he may go right to 
the edge of the property without 
fear of punishment.

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Medicine in 
Its Relation 
To the Law 


Health and Legal Matters 
Frequently Come IntQ 
Close Contact. :

HIS department has not pre 
viously dealt with the devious 
pathways of the law. But the 
law and health matters frequently 
come into juxtaposition—(there is 
in all medical schools a course in 
legal medicine which aims to teach 
doctors their rights, privileges and 
responsibilities in a constitutional 
community) and I have recently 
been reviewing some _ decisions 
which I think will be of interest 
to some of my readers. 


In most insurance policies against 
sickness or accident there is a 
clause which states that benefits 
will be paid while the beneficiary 
is “necessarily and continuously 
confined within the house” by the 
illness. 


There has been much discussion 
and difference of opinion in various 
courts as to the interpretation of 
this phrase. For instance, it may 
be necessary for a sick person to 
leave his house to go to a hospital 
or doctor’s office for treatment, or 
for diagnostic test with apparatus | 
too cumbersome to be moved. 


That probably would be contest- 
ed by any insurance company, but 
what of a patient for whom a daily 
drive or walk is recommended, or 


one who is advised to lie all day in . 


the sun by the beach or in the. 
mountain air? Or suppose a pa- 
tient to be advised by his physician 
to take an ocean voyage. It looks 
like a pleasant way of being sick 
and receiving a good income at the 
same time, and insurance compa- 
nies have been tricked so often dur- 
ing the days of the depression that

The courts of Missouri, Kansas, 
Wisconsin, Massachusetts, Michi- 
gan and Maine have expressed.

“confined within the house.” - 

One case concerned an insured 
person, totally disabled, who was 
taken from his house twice a dis- 
tance of several blocks to impart 
information particularly within his 
knowledge about a business with 
which he had been connected. The 
question arose whether he was do 
ing work, and if so, was he totally 
disabled? The court held, very 
properly, it must seem to any sen- 
sible person, that he was not doing 
work, and that these trips did not 
contravene the clause requiring him 
to be continuously and necessarily 
confined to a house. 

Courts have unanimously held 
that confinement in a hospital is 
equivalent to confinement within a 
house.
